Order Affects Only Skilled Me- 
chanics and Applies to All 
Naval Stations. 


NO EMPLOYES - DISPLACED 


New. Appointments to Be Made 
in Usual Way Until Rules 
Are Formulated. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—More than 
20,000 skilled workers tn the navy 
yards througout the United States 
were placed today under the protec- 
tion of civil service by executive or- 
der of President Taft: The Presi-

sion, in accordance with an opinion

BOY RAN INTO 
AUTO HEAD DOWN 
GIRL TESTIFIES 


Clara Byrd, Who Was in Car 
Which Killed Edwin Nicoll: ~ 
: Appears at Inquest. 








Miss Clare Byrd, daughter of Abrain 
R. Byrd Jr. of 5428. Delmar poulevard, 
a broker, testified Saturday. morning at 
the, inquest over the body of 6-year-oid 
Edwin Nicoll, who was killed vy. the 
Byrd automobile in front of 4153 Wash- 
ington boulevard at noon Friday. * 

Mss Byrd, who wore a long blue 
coat, large blue hat with plumes and 
black furs, remained in her automo- 
bile at the curb while testimony was 
being taken, instead of going into 
the witness room. When her testl- 
mony was réquired she was sum- 
moned into the room. 

At the conclusion of her evidence, 
she was asked if her sister, Miss 
Elizabeth Byrd, who was in the ma- 
chine with her at the time of the 
accident, and who had been notifled 
by the police to attend the inquest, 
was present. Miss Byrd replied: 

“No, she didn’t see it, and doegn’t 
know anything about it, so she did 
not think it necessary to come,” 

Deputy Coroner Fath did not send 
for her. 

Soy Ran Wtth Head Down, 

Miss Clara Byrd testified that she 
was in the back seat of the auto, and 
noticed that the chauffeur had 
slowed the car in going down a-hill 
on Washington avenue. . She 
she saw the Nicoll boy run down a 
terrace, with his head down, He 
had a hatchet in his hand, she saii. 

She told that the chauffeur swerved 
the machine sharply in an effort to 
avoid striking the boy, and that the 
boy raa into the side of the machine 
near its back. She said she thought 
the machine was running 10 or 12 miles 
an hour at the time of ths accident. 

The chauffeur, Frank D. Pugh, who 
is held by the police on a charge of 
driving . without. a chauffeur’s license, 


volunteered to testify. 
He gave the same account of the ac- 


cident as had Miss Byrd. He said he 
had been a chauffeur four years and 
had been employed by Byrd six months, 
He told of stopping the machine imme- 
diately after the accident. 

Dr. Floyd Stewart testified that his 
chauffeur called him, and that he saw 
the boy .was badly injured. 

He wrapped him in a coat and direct- 
éd his chauffeur to drive to the Deacon- 
ees’ Hospital, the nearest hospital. When 
he“reached*there the boy was dead.

Louisan to make an open announcement 
of his desire to run for Mayor. He was 
Health Commissioner under the Welis 
administration. 

Urged to Make Race. 

He says that ever since the November 
election his friends: have urged him to 
make the race for the nomination. ~Ie 
had withheld an answer to these re- 
quests, he said, to learn the attitude of 
the City Committee as to the method 
of nominating candidates. He charzas 
that deals are already being framed 
by which some candidate desired by 
the “interests” will have the support of 
the city organization, thereby shutting 
out those who wish to_run--independent- 
ly of any support from political organi-

“I will not permit my name to. go

“THE DANCE OF DINWIDDIE.” 

HE average book of American 
T rhymes is not worth reading. It 
is commonplace beyond the re- 
viewer’s patience and is published at the 
author’s expense. The theory that most 
of these rhymes were first printed in 
newspapers with typographical errors, 
and subsequently reprinted in book form 
for the purpose of getting them letter 
perfect somewhere, has never been sup- 
planted by anything better. 

There is, hdDwever, an occasional ex- 
ception to the usual montony and medi- 
ocrity. It is not a pronounced exception 
in the case of Marshall Moreton’s ‘The 
Dance of Dinwiddie,” but it is sufficient 
to justify some commendation. Mr. 
Moreton has written a ballad in the Gil- 
bertian strain which is a somewhat pre- 
tentious and in some spots a meritorious 
effort. It recounts at length, and with 
many varying movements of verse, an 
adventure of the old Ohio River, and 
while not possessed of especial poetic 
merit, it is interesting and readable, and 
in many respects Well done. (Stewart- 
Kidd.) 

“JEAN CABOT AT ASHTON” 
ERTRUDE FISHER SCOTT is the 
author of “Jean Cabot at Ash- 
ton,” the story of a girl's first 
year at college, with its social, intel- 
lectual and athletic side, the last be- 
ing one of the chief phases of school 
life at Ashton.

The short drain- 
age canal from Chicago to Lockport has 24 feet, 
and in no plan for its extension to Utica on the 
Illinois ‘River is less than the same depth pro- 
posed. The adverse report of the Bixby board 
was based largely on the needs of commerce under 
present conditions. Great Lakes analogies seem 
to have influericed its conclusion that 14 feet 
would provide more water than barges need and 
not enough for ocean-goihg vessels. 

| The larger the vessel the greater the economy 
with which freight can be carried: - ‘A type of boat 
developed on 14 feet can not carry.as cheaply as 
the type of Great Lakes vesséels,. but it can 
carry cheaper than a type developed on nine feet. 
“No 1000-ton barge can compete with a box car,” 
says J. J. Hill, “but no box car on earth can 
compete with a 10,000-ton barge.”
